New Orlkass, Sept. '>'.">, —The first of 
the sorios of tlic (IkIiIs which will form 
the pugilistic triple fvi'iit ut the Olym- 
pic club tuok p]M:e lost uight in the 
presence of about G.OOO gp tel atOW . Vto- 
feHMT John P. Eokharl. the popular 
Kew York i«f«ree, officiated ae Judge of 
the merits of the iiiou accnrdin^f to the 
terms of the articles of agrreiiitut be- 
tween the fighf«r8. 

Murphy and Plimmer fought last 
night for u purse of |3,600, |2,000 to the 
winner and 1500 to the loier. The men 
were in splendid condition, and weighed 
in at the stipulated weight— 116 pounds. 

The stokeleM ring waa introduoad for 
the first time, and so far as appearance 
went Hccmed to be an improvement ou 
the old style roped enclosure. 

Professor Jonn Duffy entered the 
ring introducing Referee ikikbart, who 
yr-M received with a good demonstration 
of cheers. Plimmer was seconded by 
Billy McCarthy, Benny Murphy and Al 
Robb. Murphy was lookea after by 
James C'ouuery, Jake Kilraiu and Andy 
Bowen; IfYank Caramback was oitlcial 
timekeeper. 

First round— The work in the first 
round was venr pretty. Plinuner land- 
ed sereral leit-nond punohes on the 
head and rights over the heart Though 
he missed one of the most TidoaB swings 
•▼etr seen in the ring here, Plimmer hud 
i^waj the best of the round. 

Second TOond—JiurphT landed a left 
swing on the law. though he reodTed a 
serere stomach punch in return. Mur- 
phj redvod a right en the jaw and ^ot 
in a moment later in the same ])hu'e. 
Murphy received serwe punishmuut in 
this round and especially on the body, 
though as the round ended Plimmer 
ducked into a heavy upiwrcut. 

Third round — Plimmer became the 
aggressor, lauding a right body puncii 
and sending in right and left a moment 
later. Both men landed lefts, though 
Plimmer got the best of the exchange. 
I'Ummer punched at will all over the 
ring and the Boston bantam looked the 
"wor.se for wear" at the end of the 
rouTid. 

Fourth round — Plimmer forced the 
flighting from the start, U iiij^ much the 
stronger of the two, though ilurphy got 
in one or two good riglit-handers ou the 

J 'aw. In the middli^ of the ring Murphy 
lucked into a lu avj left upperuut, and 
got mucii tlie woiiit of the encounter 
In the end of the round tJieie wu* a 
rapid exchange of blows and beautiful 
outfighting marked the meeting of the 
men in the middle of the ring. Mur- 
phy's blows lacked steam, tiiough hi.-i 
science was of the rioat<;st order. Tins 
wan Flimmer's round. 

Fifth round — There was considerable 
mixing in this round and th(^ work, 
though heavy at timed, was of the most 
artistic character. Plimmer's right- 
naud body punching was terrific, 
though the BostaB man took hit medi- 
cine gamely. 

Sixth round— Plimmer WM having 
much the best of this round from the 
coiuuieucement, though Murphy a-ssist- 
ed him, missing some heavy left leads. 
Plimmer was continually pounding at 
the heart, though Murphy's right eye 
showed signs of punishment. As tha 
gong sounded Plimmer landed a heavy 
right on the body. 

Seventh rotiud — Plimmer was the ag- 
gressor, laudim; his left in the stomaoli 
and his right at will. There was a hot 
clinch in the middle of th« ring in 
which both men lost their tempers, Ref- 
eree Eokhart flalUag them to immediate 
order. 

Eighth round — Plimmer forced the 
fighting, though Murphy landed o 
good upper-out on the Englishman's 
face. PUmmer more than evened up 
the puni^uuent. Later, however. Mur- 
phy sccxred the best hitting during the 
flgbt. Murphy was a heavy favorite of 
tike audience, and as he went to his 
comer, he was loudly cheered. 

Ninth round— All the honom were 
Plimmer's in the ninth. 

Tenth round — Murphy was still 
strong in the 10th round,, and a clioch 
near the ropes threw Plimmer from 
him "with the greatest ease. Be got a 
hMsrj right on the body and head, how- 
ever, and was the receiver in gen- 
eral of the pimishment administered. 
Murphy was nearly taken off his feet 
by a heavy right-haad swing, and 
"Ohs" were heard. This was a give- 
and-take round, and Murphy did the 
best he had so far dene. 

Eleventh round — Both men landed 
heavy swings, though the body puuch- 
iuKMiu-phy was getting was territie. 
M ui pliy looked a little tued at the end 
of the round, but was doing better 
than in the early stages of the contest. 

Twelftli round — Murphy evened 
thnigs up in the 12th round, landing 
better blows, and if aoytUllff <had . the 
best of the round. 

Thirt««uth and fourteenth rounds— 
The fighting was terrific. Murphy get- 
ting w)me fearful puuclies. Wneu the 
gong sounded at the end of the 14th 
round, till) lueii hud to hv sepiirated. 

In the Ibth and Kith rounds the men 
fought desixruti^ly. Murphy got tlie 
gi'eater number of blows and the harder 
onus, too. Htill the Enghshman failed 
to weaken him to any gieat extent. 

HIn the 17th and IHth rounds Plinuner 
id the bettor of the fighting, but In 
the 18th round Plinuner 'swxocnlnon was 
t«irrilile.. He lauded a. bevry ckght on

The 19th and 30th rounds were in 
Plimmer's favor, the latter jabbing 
Murphy all around the ring. 

Twenty-first round— Murphy received 
severe punishment. 

Twenty-second round — Plimmer wa; 
knocked down in this round by a iH uvy 
right in the jaw luid was heartily 
cheered. This was Murphy's round. 

In rounds and '24 there was teri iflc 
fighting in Plimmer's favor. Murpiiy's

Tweuly lifth round— The men shook 
haudia fur tlie windup.

INDI AN AQEN T& 

Hanjr of Them Want to B« Baltovsd of 

Tbelf Jvlia. 

Washinoton, Sept. 29.— There oi' 
now pending in the interior department 
quite a number of cases wlwro army 
otiicers have bec>n serving a.-; Indian 
agents whose aiiplications are on liio 
asking to he relieved froiu llit ir pri s 'iit 
positi(jn. There are any number of luea 
who are ready and an.vi.d.s t.i tal.e viieii 
places. It is jirobuble tiiat upon the re- 
torn of Se( [■•u.uy .S'luth q iito a num c.u' 
of ca.si's will be prep.tred and sent tn tlio 
president naming civilians as s ir -e.H.s us 
of several army ollicers. There are 
however, man^f applications on lil. by 
army oflleers who ask to be api;ointod 
to Indian ag 'iit'^. It is probaole that 
some 111 the.sc May be selected. 

Tne Indian authoritit.'s are satislli.i 
that the Indian service talieii as a wiioie 
is neither improvt^d nor injured by the 
ap]jointment of army officers as Indian 
agents. In some instances the work 
hus been performed better by army offi- 
cers and in others not as well, it de 
pending upon the character of the man 
and not upon his military or civil life 
It is bi^lieved that the impression has 
gained ground in oiUcial circles that 
upon the whole the experiment of mak 
ing army oiUoers Indian agents has not 
proved a snooeee, and that both the in 
terior and war departments would pre- 
fer to have other arrangements and that 
the Indians themi>elv«8 would be fully 
as well satisfied with civilians. 

"The Indiana are no longer warlike, 
said an ofiicial of the interior deport- 
ment, "and we con control them by civ 
il as well as by milituy agents. To 
some officers the dnt^v of Indian agent 
is extremely distasteful, while dheni an 
anxious to serve in that Mpa«l|y. It is 
often fbnnd that the farmer elaes are ef- 
fldent while the latter are the kind of 
men we don't want Ctood bnajaMs men 
who are clear headed, and who have 
discretion will make good Indian aganta. 
Plenty of such men OMI be found out- 
side at the army." 

An army olSesr diaouaiing the subject 
of oOlaan aa Indian agents, says there 
are many oOoan who arc very much 
Ofpoaad to ieCaila as Indian agents be- 
eaw a e they do not have the oppOTtouity 
to keep theraselvei Is ooiaplate military 
training and ready fcr egaminations for 
premooons when ordered. There are 
others, he says, wko have become disap- 
pointed in the service, and are eager o 
accept positions which separate them 
active army life. It is quite probable 
that most ca the vacancies occurring by 
the retirement of army officers as ludiun

When they metvesterday 
afternoon, a quarrel ensued, pistols 
were drawn ana Simmons shot Watson 
jtoeej^es through the body.

Japs and Chinas* Praparing 

For a Decisive Battla. 



THE LATTER ARE BADLT ARMED.

Li iNi" IN, Sept. J"!. — A dispatch from 
Shanghai says: t'uptain I'ang, com- 
mander of the Chinese warship Cliih- 
Yuen, which was sunk in the engage- 
ment off the Talu river, is among the 
saved. 

The British steamer Irene, from Ham- 
burg, loaded with large quantities of 
mnuitions of war, has safely arrived at 
Taku and landed her cargo. 

It is understood that the governor of 
^lanchuria is concentrating all the 
troops raisfid in that province np"ii 
Mukden and that on the route to Wi-.iu 
extensive earthworks are being thrown 
up. The levies are comixised of hardy 
north t'hmest^ and are excollont material, 
but they are badly armed, only about 
4,000 of them having goo<l military 
rifles. Further supplies, however, are 
being hurried up from the southern 
arsenals. 

The Chinese force entrenche<l npon 
the Vain river is estimated to niinib' r 
Jis.OOO men. Many of these are inw 
li'vu s .ind alsi> badly armed. Tlie i ',-s 
of lield guns, rifles and aiuniuiiiti' in 
suffered at Ping-Vaiig has u'reutly em- 
barrassed the ('liiiie.-.e wai- dep;irt ni. lit. 
It is recognized that a balile imi>t ne 
fought on the Vain and the Chinese are 

straining every nerve to retrieve the 

disaster at Pmg-Vaiig. 

Euiopeiui otiicers here doubt whetlicr 
Mukden is really the imi'icdiate olijei t- 
ive of the .Tapaiiese. It is consideiid 
more probable that if they attack Vv'i-.lu, 
the Japanese will make a descent from 
the seu upon Neu-Chwang with an ex- 
peditionary force. If this movement 
should be successfully made the Japa- 
nese would cut the Chinese main line of 
commuuicutiou and could attack the 
Yoln army in the rear. Ncu-Chwang 
in the possession of the Japanese would 
form a base for a movement upon Muk- 
den, or upon Pekin itself, and the forces 
landed there could co operato with the 
army adviuicing from Coroa. This is 
the plan credited byezperta to Field 
Marshal Yamagata. 

The Island of Yaitantan, in Corean 
bay, has been made a coaling store and 
station from where the Japanese can 
keep constant watch upon the mouth 
of the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li, nine Japanese 
gunboats being stationed there. 

The Emperor of China holds a M'or 
council every afternoon at 4 o'clock. 
He is completely under the influneoe of 
his former tutor and aged advisers. 

More Aboat the NnvHl U»ttle. 

YoKouAMA, Sept. -'o. — A letter re- 
ceived here from Tieu-Tsiu says that 
the Chinese fleets landed 7,000 troops 
on the banks of Yalu river in spite of 
the attack of the Japanese squadi-on. 
The letter adds that the Chinese ships 
engaged m the battle fought off the 
Yalu river were short ott ammunition 
Thev were ordered byOdkmrt VoD Han 
nekm to ram the Japa n ese vessels, but 
the order was given too late, as the 
Japanese were already retiring. 

A Cbmee For RaMte to Interfere. 

London, Sept. 25.— A dispatch to The 
Times from St. Petersburg says: It is 
reported here that Chinese marauders 
have attacked a station of the New Us- 
suri section of the Siberian railway, 
plundered the telagnqth office and killed 
eight Ruaaian empires. It is feared 
that the government will make this a 
pretext to interfere in the Oorean-etrug' 
gle between China and Japan. 

HELD UP THE BANK.

(Jiie man, 
Andrew Kovats, a liuiigarian, was 
fatally injured and died a few minute , 
lifter his body was recovered. ]'\.ar 
others were seriously injured, and re- 
ceived attention at the (ieriuantown Mid 
the Samaritan ho.-pitals. 
The injumd are:

The casualty ha[iponeil in an unex- 
pected manner. None of the Workmen 
thought they were in danger at any 
time. For a month past they liave been 
employed at the Germantown avenue 
bridge, building a heavy stone wall to 
prevent ju.^t such an aoodaiit as befell 

them Saturday. 

Tht^ laborers had finished tlu'ir noon 
lunch and were again at work when a 
heavy ice wagon wa« driven along the 
edge of the ground in the shadow of 
which thev stood. Nothing unusual 
was noticea at the time, but it is sup- 
posed that it was then that tlu^ ground 
was cracked. A few minutes later, at 
1 ;;!."i o'clock, a mass of several tons of 
earth fell on the five men named, as 
they were bending over their shovels. 
Kovats and Kirtz were hi<lden from 
sight, but iKirtions of the forms of Fitz- 
gerald, Teskel and Dendine could be 
seen OS they struggled to eztrioate them- 
selves. 

Thirteen men, all told, were at work 
along the wall, and those who had es- 
caped being eaught rushed to the as- 
sistance of the unfortnnatea. With 
shovels, the hard ground was carefully 
pushed aside. Kovats was found to bo 
doubled up unconscious, bnt still 
breathing. Although Klrte had been 
buried out of iighi^ the ground fell in 
such a way as to give him abreathing 
•pace about his head. Ambulances 
from the Germantown and Samaritan 
hospitals were sent for, but Kovats died 
before he could receive medical atten- 
tion. 

SKELET ONS UNK AWTHID.

in Northern India, and was buried in the 
city of Lahore, where for almost half of a 
century he had preached the gospel to 
those heathen people. 

He was in his seventy-fourth year, 
having been born near \Vash ngtun, this 
county, March Srd, 1821. 

Mr. Forman was ordained a missionary 
in July, 1847, in the Presbyterian Church 
at Washington, then under the < are ot 
that saintly man, John H. Condit. He 
Started at once for India, where his life's 
work has been. 

His first wife was Margaret ^'ewton, 
daughter of Dr. John Newton who had 
prece(Ic(l ^Ir. rnrniaii fo Tmlia. 

The last visit he made to America, two 
years ago the past summer, Mr; Forman 
was in very feeble health, and he never 
regained strength after he returned to 
India, but bad continued to grow more 
feeble. 

He leaves three sons and twO daugh- 
ters, missionaries, and one son and a 
daughter, Mrs. Bev. Samuel F. Taylor, in 
this country. Hie second wife, with two 
children, also survive hini. 

This accomplished and consecrated 
woman— his last wife— was the daughter 
of a Scotch ofTicer in the Iliitrlish army in 
India, and when her father was killed 
during the Sepoy rebellion, she was 
taken up by the regiment ami educated,— 
maile " the child of the regiment." 

She has a most interesting history and 
is well fitted to take up the work where 
her noble husband left off.
